Both 
would  like  to  major  in  business 
here  and  go  all  four  years. 

Loree  came  here  unattached  as 
far  as  men  go,  but  staunchly  de- 
nies that  she  came  here  to  get  a 
husband.  Donna  left  a boy  back 
home  in  school  but  also  claims 
no  special  plans  in  that  depart- 
ment.

Those  students  unable  to  com- 
ply with  the  Sept.  25  deadline 
will  be  allowed  advisory  help 
on  registration  day  and  may  at- 
tend classes,  but  will  be  delayed 
in  finalizing  their  registration 
and  paying  fees  until  Oct.  2, 
Crandall  said.

The  new  “Helaman  Halls,” 
which  parallels  the  name  “Her- 
itage Halls”  for  women  on  cam- 
pus, was  taken  from  a favorite 
story  in  the  Book  of  Alma  in  the 
Book  of  Mormon.  The  history  re- 
lates how  Ammon,  a great  Neph- 
ite  missionary,  converted  many 
Lamanites,  who  repented  of 
their  murderous  ways  and  vow- 
ed never  again  to  take  up  arms 
against  anyone.  After  moving  to 
the  land  of  the  Nephites  they 
saw  the  suffering  of  the  Nephites 
to  protect  them  and  sought  to 
break  the  oath.  However,  Hela- 
man, a son  of  Alma,  persuaded 
them  not  to  break  the  covenant 
Instead,  their  2000  valiant  sons, 
thereafter  known  as  the  “Sons 
of  Helaman,”  pledged  to  fight 
for  liberty.

Many  were  wounded,  but  none 
were  killed.

Utes  Scalped 

IKThe  year  1942  rolled  around. 
Ip  was  the  last  year  that  BYU 
Bid  a football  team  before  the 
war  interrupted  their  schedule. 
For  the  first  time  in  20  years  the 
Cougars  had  something  to  really 
holler  about.  Floyd  Millett,  in  his 
only  year  at  the  helm  of  BYU, 
had  beaten  the  Utes,  12-7!  At 
last  the  Redsk'ins  had  been 
Wiped  by  their  southern  foes. 


But  the  day  of  jubilation  was 
short  lived  for  the  Brighams.  The 
Injuns,  sore  from  their  lone  de- 
feat, continued  to  skin  the  Cats. 
Year  after  year  it  was  . the  same 
story:  “Utes  defeat  Cats  in  grid- 
iron battle.” 

On  Thanksgiving  Day,  1953, 
on  a nationally  televised  hook- 
up, BYU  had  the  Injuns  gasp- 
ing for  breath,  but  an  extra 
point  decided  the  final  out- 
come: BYU  32,  Utah  33. 

Each  year  the  Cougars  have 
had  out  the  crying  towel  when- 
ever they  played  the  Utes.  In  33 
clashes  the  Redskins  have  scored 
a total  of  859  points  against 
BYU,  while  the  Cats  have  mus- 
tered a feeble  189  against  their 
northern  foe.  BYU  has  been  held 
scoreless  14  times  and  four 
matches  ended  in  a tie. 

Cougars  Favored 
' But  in  1958  the  Cougars  are  in 
the  favored  role  for  the  first 
time  in  a good  many  years.  They 
are  reported  to  have  three  deep 
in  every  position.  The  law  of 
averages  are  beginning  to  have 
some  effect  on  the  BYU-Utah 
clash. 

Utah  is  at  some  disadvantage. 
Graduation  hit  the  Injun  camp 
hard  last  spring.  They  lost  18 
lettermen,  including  eight  from 
the  first  squad  and  seven  from  j 
the  second.  Also  they  have  a new 
chief  in  the  Redskin  tribe. 

But  as  bad  as  Brigham  Young 
wants  to  win  this  battle,  Utah 
wants  to  keep  them  from  doing 
so. 


consisting  of  fumbles  and  penal 
ties,  the  Cats  took  solid  com- 
mand, both  offensively  and  de- 
fensively, as  they  literally 
grounded  out  the  win  over  Fres- 
no. 

BYU  worked  effectively  on 
ground  plays  as  Weldon  Jack- 
son  and  Joe  McGinn  alternat- 
ed in  bottling  up  the  Bulldogs. 
On  the  ground,  the  Cougars 
gained  462  yards  rushing,  as 
compared  with  20  yards  gain- 
via  the  aerial  route. 

In  the* first  quarter  BYU  won 
the  toss  and  received  the  ball. 
In  14  plays,  engineered  by  quar- 
treback  Wayne  Startin,  they 
marched*  73  yards  for  the  first 
touchdown  of  the  game. 

Continuing  their  drive,  Coach 
Kopp’s  forces  added  two  touch- 
downs in  the  second  period,  fol- 
lowed by  another  in  the  third. 
During  the  fourth  quarter  the 
Cats  were  held  scoreless. 

93-yard  Run 

Individual  highlight  of  the 
game  was  the  93-yard  run  by 
Jackson  as  he  scored  the  third 
BYU  touchdown.  On  the  fourth 
down,  from  the  Cougar  48-yard 
line,  Bulldog  Nick  Masich  punted 
the  pigskin  deep  into  Cat  ter- 
ritory. 

Pinned  on  their  own  seven- 
yard  line,  after  the  ball  rolled 
dead,  Startin  maneuvered  the 
play  as  he  handed  off  to  Jack- 
son.  Behind  the  blocking  of  the 
entire  Cougar  squad,  the  fleet- 
footed  halfback  fled  down  the 
field  and  across  the  goal  line, 
much  to  the  delight  of  the  7155 
partisan  fans. 

Jackson’s  run  equalled  the 
Skyline  Conference  record, 
set  by  Utah’s  Frank  Nelson 
against  BYU  in  1947.
